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: \ A Fourth Service Club? 


\ Sororities on most junior college campuses, including 
Santa Ana College, have been prohibited by both school 
codes and the general feeling of dislike toward secret fra- 
ternal organizations without dorms. 

But SAC is fortunate to have as a substitute three 
women’s service groups on the college campus where the 
females may enjoy social gatherings and at the same time 
be of service to both the community and school. , 

This year over 80 women signed up to attend the three 
open houses given by Las Gitanas, Las Hidalgas and Las 
Meninas. However, only a small group of these women 
were finall¥ accepted into the clubs. 

In some instances, a feeling of superiority was tagged 
on present service club members. Were they too snobbish 
to choose more women? Why were so called “‘cliques” giv- 
en bids whereas unknowns were left out? 

The above accusations have no valid basis. . 

Many women who appeard on the original list to at- 
tend the open houses didn’t attend during the annual affair. 
Consequently, a lack of interest was shown on their part. 
Secondly, club constitutions allow for only a certain num- 
ber of memberships. And thirdly, and most difficult to ex- 
plain, a great majority of women were not eligible to join 
because of ‘“‘warning list’? mid-semester grades. 

Thus, women who had above average grades and who 
did not appear on acceptance lists were left out. Perhaps, 
some of these women were anxious to be of service to their 
school. Perhaps not. 

A solution for the increasing number of interested 
service club aspirants lay in either forming a fourth serv- 
ice club or amending club constitutions to allow for a larg- 
er number of memberships. 

To solve the former solution, some present members 
would have to leave their clubs and help form the nucleus 
of a fourth club. On the other hand, amending the con- 
stitution may inhibit too large a group for satisfactory ac- 
complishments. 

A fourth service club may be necessary, and if so, it 
will need the cooperation of every interested SAC woman.

Provides Opportunities 

Drama, as emphasized at Santa 
Ana College, provides opportuni- 
ties for each participant to gain in 
self confidence, in poise and bear- 
ing, in ability to communicate 
with others. 

So declares Charles L. Ford, 
Chairman of the Humanities Divi- 
sion, in explaining why he con- 
siders SAC’s drama task is to 
evolve the well-rounded student. 
“Drama is a reflection of life,” 
says Ford. “In drama we find the 
same problems, similar characters, 
identical experiences that we find 


_in actual life. The student quickly 


grasps the lessons spelled out in 
the mature play.” 
Inspires Other Interests 

The experiences of the drama 
school student tie together a num- 
ber of other academic interests on 
the campus, according to Robert 
Blaustone, drama and speech in- 
structor. 

“There is much learned here.” 
he said, ‘‘of history, manners and 
and customs of others, areas with 


‘in social sciences as well as prac 


tical knowledge in the technical 
fields of carpentry, plumbing and 


. others.” 


Varied Program 

Evidences of the above are 
spelled out in the subjects avail- 
able to SAC students. These are: 
Drama workshop; rehearsal and 
Performance; History of the Thea- 
ter; Stagecraft; Advanced Stage- 
craft and Costuming. 

The drama _ student, whether 
drama is his major or not, ‘‘must 
work hard,” according to Ford. 
There are 48 hours of required 
work to produce a semester credit. 

Rich Rewards 

“But,” assert both Ford and 
Blaustone, “‘the drama student is 
richly rewarded by gaining per- 
ception and a vital proper balance 
between the material forces pllling 
on him today and the personal 
soul searching which only may 
develop the creative inner 
person.” 

The drama department is re- 
sponsible for a variety of endea- 
vors on the campus that are of 
allied interest. Notable among 


these are the Artist Series and 
the Footlight Festival. The former 
bring to.
